Speech or Hon. C. W. GiUUlan. 


Daring tbe discussion of tho Tariff Bill, 


on tbe 28th of March, Mr. GilftUan, Rep- 
reMntatlre from this District, spoke aa 
followe : 
Mr. Chairman, Pennsylvania and her in- 


terests seem to be the target for the shafts 
of the free traders upon the floor of this 
House. Tho gentleman from Ohio and 
New York [Mr. Cos.] has just ventilated 
hia pet theory upon the subject of free, 
trade, illustrating the some with numer- 
ous biblical quotations. Ihave just been 
put in possession of a copy of a paper call- 
ed the Exchange, under date of the 24th 
instant, published at New York in the in- 
terests of British manufacturers and in op- 
position to American free labor, which ao 
faithfully and truly reflects the ideas of 
the gentleman, aud ia coached in language 
and metaphor so- very similar to his, that 
I cannot forbear asking the Clerk to read 
the same for the im formation o£ the House, 
and for the purpose of saving the gentle- 
man the necessity of publishing that por- 
tion of his remarks. 


Mr. Chairman, I do not wish to occupy 


much time of tho Committee or of this 
House, or to undertake to make an ex- 
haustive argument upon all or many of 
the points involved iu this bilL But I do 
desire to say a few words in reference to 
the proposed duties on &ome of the articles 
mentioned in the bill, and particularly up- 
on those affecting tho interests of my own 
constituents. The bill reported by the 
Committee of ways and Means is prefra- 
ble in some respects to the law as it now 
stands, particularly in respect to tho en- 
largement of the free list by articles not 
produced in our own country.

oping our re°ourues in this country. One 
of the first and greatest difficulties aguiast 
which our revolutionary ancestors had to 
contend wai> the want of protection from 
the importation.1 of British goods and man- 
ufactures. So well were they convinced of 
the doctrine and necessity of protection 
that they organized what they ^called "the 
non-importation agreement," which was 
signed by every member of the first Con- 
grass that convened at Philadelphia in 
1774. 
At the close of the war in 1783 the 


influx of foreign goods proved disastrous 
to the mercantile and manufacturing in- 
dustry of the country. Thua our revo- 
lutionary father*, were compelled to pro- 
tect their industry by voluntary associa- 
tions and by appeals to the patriotism of 
the people till, in 1787, the adoption of the 
Conatitutica, came to their relief. "With- 
in a week after the assembling1 of Con- 
gress under the new Constitution Mr. 
Madison presented to Congress the recom- 
mendation for a protective tariff aa one of 
the most important measures requiring 


made rapid and gratifying progress.
